TIIK SLAVE MARKET OUFDONE.

A WHITE MAN BELLING HI3 OWN SON.

Sumner and his followers may prate as loudly as they
pleage about “the barbarisimn of slavery,” and M re. Stowe
may rack her imagiontion to creste e morster like the
brutal Legre, but we bad anexbibition in this town dur-
ing he exsmipation of th 82 recentiy conscripted, which
for inbumanity end barbarism, we dcly any slave mart in
the world to match. A faither, who had already sold
one minor son £8 a substitu'e to the bum~n sbambluzs,
where he fell a victim, appeared in our town on last
Monday, dregging at his Leels two ha!f growno, ili shap-
«d boys. [tey were uil the 8ons be had, and be had
contracted to sell them both .8 eubstitutes. They hed
been hargsined for by “loyai’” men. ‘The smaller oue,
atmost a mere c!i'd, was prospeciively the property of a
loud mouthed end pestilent Aboliticnist—-a hrge beaet
ot alman, wbo gtood six feet in hig stockings, and weigh
«l uver 200 pounds.

This inteneely “losal” and * patriotic " fellow when
hi= ownp eo0v, a sturdy, well grown young man, enlisted,
followed bim to Chambersborg,acd brought him back
home on the plea that he was & minor, aud had enlist-
ed without Lis furher’s consent. Yet e is always full
of war, acd esger tor fightiog so long as it is at theex
pense of the blood of sume coe else than bimself or bis
own family. Beirg drafted, bowever, and wishing to
less o the proLability of such a misfortunse belyling bim
ag: in epeedily, tnd lwpelled at the same to save a little
mooey, be had bargaintd with a bratal fathce to pay a
less som tban three bundred dollars for the body, the
bones, the blo:d, ney, more, the life of a child.

The father was actuated solely by a surdid desire for
gain ; the purchaser was moved by the sneaking, whiie-
livered cowardice that furbade bis rieking his own
worthless carcese in a war for the proszcution of waich
be bow!a daily, ard by tbe mean eelfishpess of h's pa—
ture, which prompted him to meke a cheap bid when
barteriog for & human victim. A plot bad been msde
up by the parties to this disgusting travsaction by
which they Lopcd to deceive the Board. ‘The boys
were made to lie as to their ages, and represented them-
eczlves as older tban tbeyreally were. So immature and
youtkiul, however, was the eppearance of the little
wretches, that the Board refuced to believe the state—
ments made t0 them, evcn thoughb the father bimself
lied a8 to their ages, in crder that he might be enabled
to effect a sale of his cfl:privg. Tbey were both reject-
ed for this r¢ason, as entirely 100 youog for the service.

The overgrowp buman brute, who had expected 10
save himseli in this way, sorrowiully and unexpectedly
paid over bis musey to save his carcass ‘or a time, and
the wretched father, alter reeling nbout our streets for
a dvy or 80 io druckepnees, went home, much disap-
pointed, no doubt, in being balked in the sale of his
sous. There is no coloring sbout tkis story, no ficti-
tiouns giosaing. It is tiue, jost s we tell it,and known
to be 80 to the very letter by many who will read this
statement.

Latus hesr po more about the barbarwm of
s avery, when ti€ barbarism of 1Lis war can exaibit
su.h a revoltirg spectacle in the light of beaven, on the
tree soil of Penusyivania.— Fulton (Pa.) Democrat.

TS AXEAICAN WAR IN EUROCPE.

When the last steamer leit Earope there wes a fever-
ish anxiety to Lear from A merica, though there was a
general impression that Grant bad deleated Lee. K-
telligenc= of the recent batties bad reached England,
bat the accounts were meagre. Newspaper comments
w.re ind: finite, and based upon sympathies and hoprs,
rather than npon facts. The London Hereld, speaking
of the war, gays:

The hero ot New Orlean has, probably, by this time
learned the difference between ballying S.urbern
wemen apd fighting Soathern soldiers. For the fire,
time in his life he bas ventured to lead ap army iato
the field'; perbaps he hes been ucder fire, unless,
koowing what he bad to expect if he shouid fallinto
Confederate hands, he baa thought it expedient to kee;
bis distance from daoger.

We shail ull await enxiounsly the next msil, which
will bring us news from tue Virgiuia battle fields. If
tbe ekill of Gen. Lee and the beroiem of bis troops
sbould prove inecflicient to counotervail the euperior
numbers of the epemy ; il the Virgicia army sbould
ve driven back into Ricbhmeond, even if it sbonld finally
be compelled to evacuate the city and leave tie capiial
of the Confederacy a prey to the invader, the South
will not be conquered. [t will take two years to con-
quer Virginia and North Uerdlina and to re-cocquer
i'ennessee ; and ithen the Confederates will stand on the
frontier of the cotton States with concentrated forces,
and a rich territory behiod them, and in perfect secari-
ty against any attack npon the resr. Bat such a dis-
aster as the defeat of Lee would no doubt postpone for
years the recognition of the Confederacy and the ter—
mination of the war.

If, on the other hand, General Grant should meet the
fate of McDowell, McClellan, Pope, Burniide and
Hooker; if the army of the Potomac should be hurled
back, beaten aud broken, it is at least probable that
the war will be virtnally terminated. The North cap-
not raise_ avother army, and, as Mr. Chase admitted, a
disaster in tbe field would bring total ruin to its finan-
ces, redoce greenbacks almost to worthlessness, shake
to the ground its fictitions prosperity, and paralyza at
once the resourses of Government snd tbe courage of
the people. We will not say that Grant’s overthrow
would wake peace certain, bat, at least, if, would ren-
der peace for the first time probable.

Moreover, bhanging,
in ita effzct on the Luman organism, produces resalts
very similar to those produc:d by some vatur.] diszases,
g0 that this a'so efforde a critericn for judging. Ino
cases of drowsing, likewis2, the tesiimony is universal
tkat the pbyeical pain, up to the moment of couscious—
pess being lost, ia quite incousideratle. ‘T'be same phe-
nomeénn of motes, stars and beautilul lights dancing
befcre the eyes bas often been meationcd by individuzls
restored afier apparent death by droweing. _

It is nearly certain—icdced, 88 ocrtair €8 apyibing
chicfly specuiative can be—tbat in all deaths theé phy—
sical suffering is small. Even where invalids experi-
ence the most excrucia'ing agony during the progrees
ot the disease, nature comes 10 tLeir relief st the lact
hour, acd life goes ou' gently, like a cardie iu the sock-
et. Those who bove witnissed death beds most fre—
quenily, espcially if they huve been intelligent persons,
and theretore capable of judgivg, agree generally io con-

I ey say that the corvaulsive motice, wbich tregient-
ly atiend the parting breath, sre ot evidences of su’—
tering, for that the invalid is inecnsible. ‘T'hey eay sl
80, that when the sers:s are retaived, there is usually
no such epasm. A leadicg medical anthority states

It happened
to be the one coulsiping the ace uot of the battie of
Weterloo, ad while ceeply iuterested in the deserip—
tion of the rushirg squadrens of cutrassiers I was stur-
tled by a noisz 1hat, from corneciion with my reading,
resembled the whirr of a phantom brigade of cuvairy,
galloging in mid air.

My first fecling wae that of utter astonishmeunt but
a crash, sncceeded by a deafening explosion in the very
street on which my apartm-nt was sitaa*s, broaght me,
with a boucd, into the (entre of the room. Looking
from the winrdow, I eaw fire and smoks iscuiag from a
house in which were gtowed the drursof the medical
purveyor. A watcbman v s runnicg irantically down
the street, and, wiren ke reached the corner jast below
me, commen¢- 1 striking with bis s*aff against the curba
a signal of aii. 1 praciiced among the Charlesion polies.
At first I thought a me'esr bad fallen; but acother
awtul rush aod whirr righ: over the hote!, and another
explosion beyond, settled any coubts I might have had—
tbe city was beicg shelled.  People are not given to
iaaghirLg under such circumstope: s, but I will defy e¢ny
one who wincssed what I witnessed cn leaving my room
not to bave given way to mirth io mcderation. The hotel
wa? crowded with spectators, wbo bud been abiracted
to the city by the sale of some blockads cargoes, anoc
the corridors wece filled with these ter:.fied gentlemen,
ranuing about in the scautiest cos'omesand in the wild
est alarm. Ouce perspiring individuul, of pertly dimen—
gions, was troiting to and fro, with one boot on and the
other in his bard, acd this wos ncarly all the dress he
bad to boact of.

Iu the excitement and tecror bhe had forgntten the
number of Lis room, from which ke bad hustened at the
firat alarm, ncd bis digiress was ludicroas to behold.—
Another, in a semi state of nudi'y, with a portios of
Lis parmcots on his arm, barked the shins of every one
in his way to drag sz (normous trapk to the eteir-
case. Qo rerching tiwe hall I fousd a motley erowd,
some of whom, with the biggest words, were cursing
the Federal commanders. Whirr ! came another saell
over the roof, and down on their faces went every man
of them, icto tobacco juic: end segar ends, and cla!ter-
ing among the epittoons. I nced not eay that this is®a
class of men from wtom the Coufederacy bopes nothing ;
on the contrary, by their extortion, practiced on a sui-
fering people, they have mada thews:lves c¢xzecrated.
If a shell conld have fallen in their midst and extermin-
ated the whole race of buckstere, it wonld bave been of
great benefit to the South. The popalatioe was now
aroused, the streets filled with women and children,
making for the uppr part of the city, where they could
find comparative safety. ‘Jhe voluatcer fire brigades
brought out their engines, and parties of the citizea re-
serves were organiz:d rapidiy and quicily, to bein
readicess to give assistance whcre required.

The first engine tbat reaclicd tbe house struck by the
first sbell was one belopgicg to a negro ccmpany, sod
at it they went with & will, subaning the
fire in & marvellous short time. At every Eucces-
sive whirr above them the regroes shonled quaint
invectives agaiost “ cussed bgobolitionists,” scalter—
ing for scelter until the donger was pested
Throngh the streets 1 went, end down (o the battery
promeasde, meeting on my way sick and bed-ridd:n peo-
ple, carried from their bomes on mettress:s, and mothers
with iufants in their arms, ronning they knew not whith
er. Reacbing ke promenede, I cast my eyes towards
the Fcderal position, snd priseatly, beyoud James Is-
lavd, sercas the muish that separates it from Moiris 1s
land, came a flash, then a dull report, ond afler 2o ic-
terval of somwe 8ecends, a frightfal rushing sound shove
me toid the path that the ebell bad taken. Its fI ght
must bave been five wiles.

ARRIVAL OF OUR OFFICERS.

The exchange of prisoners, a~cording to appointment,
took place i. the barbor Wednesday forenooon. ouside
of Fort Sumter, and nearly abreast Battery Waguer.
About seven o’ciock the Yankee prisoners to be ex-
changed, ivcludicg Brigadier (Generais Wessels, Sey-
mour. Shaller, Hickman and Scammon, were marched
from their quarters in Brosd street to Chisolm’s Mill
wharf, in cbargze of Captain Gayer, Provost Marshal,
under escort of Ouptain Mobley’'s Compauy, ling a8
guard.

Masjor Strivgfellow, Czpfaine Warwick and Fraser,
of Geveral Jones’ Stafl, aud a number of other officers
and civilians, were present, and went with the boat for
the purpese of receiviog our officers. Throagh the
courtesy of Culonel Lay, offizcer in command, and
Captain Gayer, the representatives of the Press also
ecjoyed the opportunity of beiog present and witness—
ing the exchange.

The Yuukee priconers, about eight o'ciock, embark-
¢d oo board the s'eamer Chesterficld, on which the
white flag wss hois‘ed, and proceeded down the barbor;
the prisorers being restricted to the apper saloon of the
steamer unlil past Fort Sumter. In going down the
river, the torpe“o-s and obsiructions were admirably
av.ited by the ekilitul hend of Captain Fergusen, who
took the wheul urder his own immediate charge.
